The Southern Deluge Grows Hourly 


to Enormous Proportions, 


Memphis, March 31.—There are now 


three breaks in'the levee that protects 
the Mississippi delta. One is seven 
miles below Greenville, Miss., at Way- 
side, which is 1,200 feet wide; one 40 
miles north of Greenville, at the head 
of the delta, which Is 1,000 feet wide, 
and cutting rapidly as the water rush- 
es through, and the third seven miles 
north of a point opposite Arkansas 
City, and at last reports a stream as 
wide as the Hudson was rushing 
through it and flooding the country for 
miles in the interior. 


The river fro;n 
the north to the 


south break forms a crescent, with 
Rosedale, Creeniille, Gunr.ison and 
many other small towns between the 
r-rc and its chord, which is the River- 
side division of the Yazoo and Missis- 
sippi valley railroad. This road strikes 
the river at the north break, but from 
there the river swings to the west, and 
above Gremville turns again toward 
the east, striking the north and south 
line of the railroad at Wayside, the 
point of the lower break. The water 
from the vpper, or Perthshire crevasse, 
has already cut through the railroad 
and swept over the plantations to the 
south. 


At the middle crevasse the floods 


from the north have joined forces with 
these waters, and together they are 
inundating the country southward 
The upper waters reached the lower 
crevasse last night, and the mighty 
volume from these flood gates will, 
with hourly Increasing force, rush over 
the countiy and finally be thrown 
back into the main river at the mouth 
of the Yazoo, a few miles north of 
Vicksbur,T. 


Back 30 to 50 miles from the river 


run a number cf small streams which 
empty into the Yazoo. The whole ter-- 
ritery from the main river east to 
these streams will be for the most 
part under water in 24 hours. The re- 


., glon marked for destruction is a hun- 


dred iniles long and from 25 to 35 miles 
wide. The country is as fertile as a 
garden. 


Greenville is in great danger. The

If this 
be true, and it probably is, 30,000 acres 
of fertile cotton land will be flooded 
in a few hours.

levee near Stokes Landing, four miles 
above Huntin«ton. on the Mississippi, 
gave way. The information came to 
Memphis direct from Superintendent 
Gilleas, of the Illinois Central, who is 
now on the line.

has already cut through the railroad 
and swept over the plantations to the 
south. 


At the middle crevasse the floods 
from the north have joined forces with

The upper w aters reached the lower 
crevasse last night, and the m ighty 
volume from these flood gates will, 
with hourly increasing force, rush over

Back 30 to 50 miles from the river 
run a num ber of small stream s which 
em pty into the Yazoo.

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IXCUBATOBS. 


From the bulletin on poultry recent- 


ly issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture has already been published 
several selections. 
Below is another 


from the section on incubators: 


It is advisable, before investing ex- 


tensivelj in any make of incubator, to 
thoroughly understand tbe machine. 
If good results are obtained, then ad- 
ditional machines of the same kind 
ehoald be purchased. 
Failures are 


recorded simply because the individual 
fails to thoroughly understand the ma- 
chine he is trying to operate, or, in 
other words, fails to learn how to op- 
erate that particular machine to the 
best advantage. A successful poultry- 
man must necessarily pay close atten- 
tion to petty details. Not only is this 
necessary in caring for little chickens 
and mature fowls, but also in the care 
and management of incubators and 
brooders. The whole business is one 
of details. 
While incubators may 


vary considerably one from another, 
yet there are certain points to which 
all should conform. 
Some of these 


points are sutcmed up in the following: 


1. They should be well made of well- 


Reasoned lumber. The efforts of mann- 
i'aclurers to meet a popular demand 
for cheap machines has placed on the 
market incubators that are not only 
cheaply made, bnfc made of cheap and 
not thoroughly seasoned material. 


2. The incubator should be easy of 


operation. All its adjustments should 
be easily marie and so arranged that 
the more delicate machinerv is in 
plain view of the operator. 
The ma- 


chine should be automatic in opera- 
tion. When supplied with the neces- 
sary heat it should control perfectly 
within certain limits the temperature 
of the egg chamber. This result is 
accomplished in various ways. The 
regulating force, whatever it may be, 
should be placed within the egg cham- 
ber so that the regulator may vary as 
the temperature in the egg "chamber 
varies, irrespective of changes of tem- 
perature of the room in which the in- 
cubator is placed. The regulator must 
be sensitive. 


The change of temperature, which 


is necessary for tbe complete working 
of the regulator ought not to be more 
than one degree; that is one degree 
above or below the desired tertypera- 
ture. It is better if the range of tem- 
perature can be reduced to one-half 
of one degree, thus making a total 
variation of one degree instead of two 
degrees. It should not be inferred 
that a much wider variation than this 
will not give excellent results under 
otherwise favorable conditions, but, 
other things being equal, those ma- 
chines which are most nearly automatic 
are to be preferred. 


In addition to the foregoing requis- 


ites a convenient appliance for turn- 
ing the eggs, positive in its action, 
should accompany each incubator. 
This may be an extra tray that is to 
be placed, bottom side up over the tray 
of eggs and held firmly in this posi- 
tion while both trays are turned, thus 
completely transferring tbe eggs from 
one tray to another without jar. The 
different machines have very different 
appliances for accomplishing this re- 
sult.

thrifty condition. From that time on 
it is good policy to begin gradually 
Hardening the teams for spring work. 
It is well, at this time as a rule, to in- 
crease the ration of grain. Care must 
be employed continually in feeding 
the damaged oats, and a combination 
of this with dusty provender must be 
guarded against."

HOUSES.

Setting and fitting 
properly is a real art which far too 
few ever master. It is very desirable 
to avoid contracting the hoof in the 
least Great care should be exercised 
that the nails are driven towards the 
edge of the hoof, rather than in the 
inwatd direction. The latter plan of 
nailing often causes great suffering as 
well as serious permanent injury. 


Feeding the horses in moderate 


weather demands that they should have 
a good variety and foods that have o 
cooling tendency upon the digestive 
apparatus are to be sought. 
With 


right management, the 
perishable 


foods in mild weather and, to some 
extent, in the coldest weather, can be 
given to the stock with great advan- 
tage to the anioials themselves/as well 
as in the interest of furnishing a cheap 
ration.

Foul brood is very contagious, and 


will spread with great rapidity over 
an apiary. 


Never allow a swarm of bees to re- 


main long after settling; hive them as 
soon as possible. 


Curing honey simply means a proper 


evaporation of the water it contains. 
This is accomplished in the hive by a 
high degree of temperature, and can 
be done outside by maintaining the 
same conditions. 


Hens are beginning to lay now, af- 


ter a resting spell. They should rush 
tbe machinery while the sun shines. 
Is your house tight and warm? If not. 
don't expect the hens to lay in cold 
weather. Better look to it at once. 


Colonies that lack stores for the

It should be 
done while it is yet. warm enough to 
allow the bees to seal the stores over.

WINTERING nonSES. 


It is now the critical season in giving 
the domestic animals proper attention. 
Tho horse at work usually has a fair 
share of care, but those not in use are 
too frequently neglected. 


The horse ar work is not always 
properly shod, 
It is otten required 
to go at a rapid gait, dr to draw heavy 
loads over tho frozen or ioy ground 
when the shoes are not property sharp­ 
ened. 
In fact, too often tho poor 
creature is expected to do fall service 
without shoes at all. 
It is out of the 
question in winter to expect tho ani­ 
mal to do fair work without having 
iront shoes at least. It is unfortunate, 
often, that the horse does not have 
a man who understands his work to 
adjust the shoes. 
Setting and fitting 
properly is a real art which far too 
few ever master, 
It is very desirable 
to avoid contracting tho hoof in the 
least, 
Great care should bo exercised 
that the nails are driven towards the 
edge of the hoof, rather than in the 
inward direction, 
Tho latter plan of 
nailing often causes great Buttering as 
well as serious permanent injury. 


Feeding the horses in moderate 
weather demands that they should have 
a good variety and foods that have a 
cooling tendency upon the digestive 
apparatus are to be sought. 
With 
right 
management, the perishable 
foods in mild weather and, to some 
extent, in the coldest weuther, can be 
given to the stock with great advan­ 
tage to tho animals themselves,'as well 
as in the interest of furnishing a cheap 
ration. 


The horse is considered the cheapest 
animal on the farm at present, and 
there is too much of the feeling that 
anything is good enough for it, They 
who exercise foresight must recognize

The sheep is an animal that must be 
kindly treated. 
/ All combs that are -built* by bees 
naturally contain too much drone 
comb. 


Keep the brood in the centre of the 
hive if possible, and the houey on tho 
outside. 


Foul brood is very contagious, and 
will spread with great rapidity over 
an apiary. 


Never allow a swarm of bees to re­ 
main long after settling; hive them as 
soon as possible. 


Curing honey simply means a proper 
evaporation of the water it contains. 
This is accomplished in the hive by a 
high degree of temperature, and can 
be done outside by maintaining the 
same conditions. 


Hens are beginning to lay no^, af­ 
ter a resting spell. 
They should rush 
the machinery while the sun shines. 
Is your house tight and warm? If not. 
don’t expect the hens to lay in cold 
weather. 
Better look to it at once. 


Colonies that lack stores for tho 
winter should bo fed tho required 
quantity in the fall, and September is 
the best timo to do it. 
It should be 
done while it is yet warm enough to 
allow the bees to seal the stores over. 


Every colony should havo twenty- 
five or thirty pounds of good uealed 
stores to bring them through to tho 
first of May, with good winter protec­ 
tion besides. 
It is far better to have 
a little too much stores than too little. 


Dead branches should bo cut from 
trees as soon as noticed. 
If left on 
more dead ones appear each year 
until the tree is wholly dead. If they 
are cut off as soon as discovered tho 
tree will keep its vigor, and fruit a 
few years longer, 


Young stock fed on an oxolusivo diet 
will not develop fully, either in feath­ 
ers or bones, 
If you waut to feed but 
ono kind of grain to young, or old 
stock, let it be wheat, as that com­ 
bines all the necessary properties for 
development, and for egg production. 


Strong colonies of bees sometimes 
become suddenly depleted in number, 
with not enough left to keep up tho 
necessary warmth to hatch the eggs. 
This is because no young bees have 
been hatched, and the old ones, sup­ 
erannuated, left the hive in search oi 
food and were not ablo to return.

Representative W. H. Tipton, of 


this county has introduced the follow- 
ing bill in the Legislature : 


Section i. 
Be it enacted by the 


Senate and house of Representatives 
ot General Assembly met, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same: 
That it shall be the duty of 


the Commissioners of the several coun- 
ties of the Commonwealth, and they 
are hereby required to cause an accu- 
rate leturn to be taken annually by 
the assessors of the several townships, 
boroughs and cities within their re- 
spective counties, of all bicycles owned 
or possessed by each person; and when 
the said commissioners shall have so 
ascertained the number of bicycles 
aforsatd, they shall levy and cause to 
be collected annually from every per- 
son owing or possessing such bicycle 
one dollar, by the collectors of the 
several t iwnships, boroughs and cities, 
at the same time and m the same 
manner the county rates and levies are 
collected, for which the said collectors 
shall be allowed five per centum out of 
the money so collected. 
And it shall 


be the duty of the county treasurers to 
keep seperate accounts of the money so 
collected. 
And it shall be the duty 


of the county treasurers to keep seper- 
ate accounts of the money rising from 
the tax on bicycles and the said money 
shall be and hereby is appropriated as 
a fund for the improvement and main- 
tenance ol the public roads and high- 
ways of the Commonwealth, and shall 
be paid by the county treasurers to the 
supervisors and street commissioners 
of the several townships, boroughs and 
cities in proportion to the number of 
square miles contained in each of said 
townships, boroughs or cities. 
Provid- 


ed, That in no case shall any township, 
borough or city receive a sum so dis 
tributed in excess of the amount raised 
in said township, borough or city by 
taxation for road purposes. 


Section 2. This act shall apply to 


all bicycles kept by manufacturers, 
dealers or others for hire, but s..all not 
apply to bicycles held by manufactur. 
ers and dealers for sale.

ORDINANCE 


Regulating the Water Supply 


and the use thereof in the 


Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur- 


gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of New Oxford and it is, hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1. The water of the Borough Water 


Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, first, have obtained a per- 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 


main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same Las been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar- 


terly. 
Failure to pay the same within 


30 days after it is due may be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment . 


4. Any member of the Water Com- 


mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons 


holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy- 
drants and faucets in good repair, so 
that the water may not be wasted. No 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except by permission of the 
Water Committee. If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup- 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


6. In sprinkling yards or gardens, 


washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a laiger opening 
than i-inch is forbidden. 


7. "Water from the fire-plugs to be 


used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee ; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that -of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$50. 


8. Any person wishing to discontinue 


the water, shall give notice thereof at 
least 10 days previous to the end of a 
quarter, otherwise rent will be charged 
for the ensuing threa months. 


9. Any fraudulant misrepresentations 


in regard to the use of water, or 'any 
willful or negligent waste of the same 
shall be deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at any 


time be stopped for any cause, the Bor- 
ough shall not be liable" for damages. 


11. Any person who shall, without 


written, permission, open communica- 
tion with the water main, or other ser- 
vice pipe, or turn the water on when 
turned off by the Borough, or open, ex- 
cept in case of fire or injure any fire hy- 
drant, or cause any contamination of the 
water supply, will, by law, be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


12. The Borough reserves the right to 


restrict the water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment may be 
found necessary. 


13. The,box on the inside of the curb 


line and the stop-cock on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall be under the exclu- 
sive control of the Borough. 


14. Any person violating any part of 


this Ordinance and having their water 
supply cut off, by reason of the same, 
shall not hare it restored, except by 
special permit of the said Borough.

March, A. D., 1897.

Representative W. H. Tipton, of 
this county has introduced the follow­ 
ing bill in the Legislature : 


Section 1. 
Be it enacted by the 
Senate and house of Representatives 
ol General Assembly met, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same: 
That it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioners of the several coun­ 
ties of the Commonwealth, and they 
are hereby required to cause an accu­ 
rate leturn to be taken annually by 
the assessors of the several townships, 
boroughs and cities within their re­ 
spective counties, of all bicycles owned 
or possessed by each person; and when 
the said commissioners shall have so 
ascertained 
the number of bicycles 
aforsaid, they shall levy and cause to 
be collected annually from every per­ 
son owing or possessing such bicycle 
one dollar, by the collectors of the 
several t >wnships, boroughs and cities, 
at the same time and in the same 
manner the county rates and levies are 
collected, for which the said collectors 
shall be allowed five per centum out of 
the money so collected. 
And it shall 
be the duty of the county treasurers to 
keep seperate accounts of the money so 
collected. 
And it shall be the duty 
of the county treasurers to keep seper­ 
ate accounts of the money rising from 
the tax on bicycles and the said money 
shall be and hereby is appropriated as 
a fund for the improvement and main­ 
tenance ot the public roads and high­ 
ways of the Commonwealth, and shall 
be paid by the county treasurers to the 
supervisors and street commissioners 
of the several townships, boroughs and 
cities in proportion to the number of 
square miles contained in each of said 
townships, boroughs or cities. 
Provid­ 
ed, That in no case shall any township, 
borough or city receive a sum so dis 
tributed in excess of the amount raised 
in said township, borough or city by 
taxation for road purposes. 


Section 2. 
This act shall apply to 
all bicycles kept by manufacturers, 
dealers or others for hire, but s. ali not 
apply to bicycles held by manufactur­ 
ers and dealers for sale.

ORDINANCE 


Regulating the Water Supply 
and the use thereof In the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it enacted and ordained by the Bur­ 
gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of New Oxford and it is. hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1. The water of the Borough Water 
Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, first, have obtained a per­ 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com­ 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 
main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex­ 
cept under the direction and control of 
tho said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer’s service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
tho same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar­ 
terly. 
Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due may be regarded 
by the AVater Committee- as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of tho 
water, and it may detach tho branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4. Any member of the Water Com­ 
mittee shall have the right, at all reason­ 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur­ 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy­ 
drants and faucets in good repair, so 
that the water may not be wasted. No 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except by permission of the 
Water Committee. If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup­ 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


6. In sprinkling yards or gardens, 
washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must coniine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a laigcr openiug 
than jr-inch is forbidden. 


7. Water from the fire-plugs to be 
used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen­ 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$50. 


8. Any person wishing to discontinue 
the water, shall give notice thoreof at 
least 10 days previous to the end of a 
quarter, otherwise rent will be charged 
for the ensuing three months. 


9. Any fraudulant misrepresentations 
in regard to the use of water, or any 
willful or negligent waste of the same 
shall be deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. Should the supply of water at any 
time be stopped for any cause, the Bor­ 
ough shall not be liable for damages. 


11. Any person who shall, without 
written permission, open communica­ 
tion with the water main, or other ser­ 
vice pipe, or turn the water on when 
turned off by the Borough, or open, ex­ 
cept in case of fire or injure any fire hy- 
draut, or cause any contamination of the 
water supply, will, by law, be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


12. .The Borough reserves the right to 
restrict the water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment may be 
found necessary. 


13. The box on the inside of the curb 
line and the stop-cock on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall be under the exclu­ 
sive control of the Borough- 


14. Any person violating any part of 
this Ordinance and having their water 
supply cut olF, by reason of tho same, 
shall not have it restored, except by 
special permit of the said Borough.

A CHEAP FA11U PAINT. 


Some years ago our attention wat 


called to the following cheap paint for 
fences and farm buildings. It is very 
serviceable considering its cheapness, 
and now that every farmer must make 
the cheap grain go as far as possible 
we reprint it that any who wish to 
freshen up their premises may do BO 
at little money outlay. 


The paint consists of skim milk and 


a good article of hydraulic ce- 
ment. 
The cement is placed in a 


bucket and sweet skim milk is gradu- 
ally added, stirring constantly until 
the mixture is about the consistency 
of good cream. 
The stirring must be 


very thoroughly done in order that 
the mixture may flow readily from the 
brush, but if too thin it will run when 
applied to the building and look 
streaked. 


The proportions should be based 


upon about a gallon of the milk, as 
this will make a convenient quantity 
to mix when one person is to apply it. 
If tpo much is prepared, the cement 
will set and harden before it is used. 
To this quantity of milk add about a 
quart of tho cement. 
Probably a lit- 


tle more than this will be required, 
the operator using judgment to have 
it thin enough to flow the brush and 
yet not thin enough to run after it has 
been applied. 


A flat brush about four inches wide 


is a good implement with which to lay 
the paint on. 
It is to be used just as 


oil paint is used and can be applied to 
woodwork, old or new, and to brick or 
stone. 
When dry the color is light 


creamy brown, or might be called a 
yellowish stone color. 


The operator can try it first upon 


an outhouse or fence to see how it 
pleases him and to learn in an experi- 
mental way how to prepare and apply 
it.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

VALUE OP MILK FAT. 


Bulletin No. 110 from the Ne^Tork 


Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station 


(Geneva) discusses the relation of milk 
fat to yield of cheese, and the conse- 
quent value of milk fat as a basis in 
paying for milk for cheese-making. 
The discussion is based upon results 
secured by making analyses of the 
milk of fifty herds of cows whose milk 
was taken to a cheese factory. The 
work covered an entire cheese-making 
season of six months, from May to 
October inclusive. 


It is shown that in general the 


cheese yield is somewhat greater for a 
pound of fat in poor milk than in rich 
milk. For example, comparing two 
milks containing respectively three 
and four per cent, of fat, the former 
makes 2.85 pounds of cheese for each 
pound of milk fat, while the latter 
makes 0.25 pounds less, or 2.60 
pounds of cheese for one pound of fat. 
It is shown that this difference in favor 
of cheese yield for fat in poor milk is 
only an apparent oue, because this 
difference of 0.25 pounds is made up 
of casern and water, which is really 
not as valuable as separator ekim-rnilk 
cheese, and which has a market value 
not to exceed two cents a pound. 


Tbe constituents ia 100 pounds of 


cheese made from the richer milks are 
worth more in the market than are 
the constituents in 100 pounds of 
cheese made from the poorer milk. 
Milk rich in fat can be made to yield 
cheese of the same composition as 
milk poorer in fat in one of two ways: 
(i) By adding skim-milk to, or (2) re- 
moving fat from the richer milk; then 
the cheese yield for e pound of fat be- 
comes the same. The difference in 
the cheese yield of milk-fat in the case 
of poor milk over richer milk is a 
skim-milk difference, and the extra 
yield of chsese for fat is the poorest 
kind of skim-milk cheese. 


It is shown that paying for milk ac- 


cording to weight of milk furnished is 
exceedingly unfair to the producer of 
richer milk. It is shown that the 
cheese yield by itself docs not consti- 
tute a fair basis for payment, because 
it gives poor milk an undue- advan- 
tage. 
A critical comparison of all 


methods of paying for milk, suggested 
or in use, leads most emphatically to 
the conclusion that milk-fat affords 
the fairest practicable basis to use in 
paying for milk for cheese-making. 


In conclusion, it is pointed out that 


where the milk fat basis is used, there 
is no tendency to adulterate and de- 
fraud, while there is every encourage- 
ment to produce milk of better qual- 
ity.

A CHEAP FARM TAIOT. 


Somo years ago our attention wat 
called to the following cheap paint for 
fences and farm buildings. 
It is very 
serviceable considering its cheapness, 
and now that every farmer must mako 
the cheap grain go as far as possible 
we reprint it that auy who wish to 
freshen up their premises may do so 
at little money outlay. 


Tho paint consists of skim milk and 
a good article of 
hydraulic 
ce­ 
ment* 
The cement is placed in a 
bucket and sweet skim milk is gradu­ 
ally added, stirring constantly until 
the mixture is about the consistency 
of good cream. 
The stirring must be 
very thoroughly done in order that 
tho mixture may flow readily from tho 
brush, but if too thin it will run when 
applied to the building and look 
streaked. 


The proportions should be based 
upon about a gallon of tho milk, as 
this will make a convenient quantity 
to mix when one person is to apply it. 
If tpo much is prepared, the cement 
will set and harden before it is used, 
j 
To this quantity of milk add about a 
quart of tho cement. 
Probably a lit­ 
tle more than this will be required, 
the operator using judgment to have 
it thin enough to flow the brush and 
yet not thin enough to run after it has 
been applied. 


A flat brush about four inches wide 
is a good implement with which to lay 
the paint on. 
It is to bo used just as 
oil paint is used and can be applied to 
woodwork, old or new, and to brick or 
stone. 
When dry the color is light 
creamy brown, or might be called a 
yellowish stone color. 


The operator can try it first upon 
an outhouse or fence to see how it 
pleases him and to learn in an experi­ 
mental way how to prepare and apply 
it.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

VAIiXJE OF MILK FAT. 


Bulletin No. 110 from the New York 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station 
(Geneva) discusses the relation of milk 
fat to yield of cheese* and tho conse­ 
quent value of milk fat as a basis in 
paying for milk for cheese-making. 
The discussion is based upon results 
secured by making analyses of the 
milk of fifty herds of cows whose milk 
was taken to a cheese factory. 
Tlie 
work covered an entire cheese-making 
season of six months, from May to 
October inclusive. 


It is shown that m general the 
cheese yield is somewhat greater for a 
pound of fat in poor milk than in rich 
milk. 
For example, comparing two 
milks containing respectively three 
and four per cent, of fat, the former 
makes 2.85 pounds of cheese for each 
pound of milk fat, while tho latter 
makes 0.25 pounds 
less, or 
2.60 
pounds of cheese for one pound of fat. 
It is shown that this difference in favor 
of cheese yield for fat in poor milk is 
only an apparent one, because this 
difference of 0.25 pounds is made up 
of casein and water, which is really 
not as valuable as separator skim-milk 
cheese, and which has a market value 
not to exceed two cents a pound. 


The constituents in 100 pounds of 
cheese made from the richer milks are 
worth more in the market than are 
the constituents in 100 pounds of 
cheese made from the poorer milk. 
Milk rich in fat can be made to yield 
cheese of the same composition as 
milk poorer in fat in one of two ways: 
(1) By adding skim-milk to, or (2) re­ 
moving fat from the richer milk ; then 
the cheese yield for a pound of fat be­ 
comes the same. 
Tho difference in 
tho cheese yield of milk-fat in the case 
of poor milk over richer milk is a 
skim-milk difference, and the extra 
yield of cheese for fat is the poorest 
kind of skim-milk cheese. 


It is shown that paying for milk ac­ 
cording to weight of milk furnished is 
exceedingly unfair to the producer of 
richer milk. 
It is shown that the 
cheese yield by itself does not consti­ 
tute a fair basis for payment, because 
it gives poor milk an undue' advan­ 
tage. 
A critical comparison of all 
methods of paying for milk, suggested 
or in use, leads most emphatically to 
the conclusion that milk*fat affords 
the fairest practicable basis to use m 
paying for milk for cheese-making. 


In conclusion, it is p o in te d out that 
where the milk fat basis is used, there 
is no tendency to adulterate and de­ 
fraud, while there is every encourage­ 
ment to produce milk of better qual­ 
ity.

Four Lives Lost Through Suffocat- 


ing Smoke in New York, 


PIBEMMOOULD NOT REACH THEM 


New York, March 31.—Three persons, 


two women and a baby, were smoth- 
ered to death by smoke yesterday in 
the double brown stone five story 
dwelling house No. 61 West One Hun- 
dred and Fifth street, which was par- 
tially destroyed by a fire that orig- 
inated In a dumb waiter in the base- 
ment of the building, spread to an air 
shaft and from there up through the 
house. The dead are Mrs. Elizabeth 
French, 28 years old, her 6-months-old 
child, and Mies Ellen Morrissey, of Al- 
bany, who was visiting Mrs. French. 


The body of Mrs. Thomas Darling- 


ton was found in the ruins at 1 o'clock 
this morning, making four dead. 
It 


is aow believed that her 5-year-old son 
Thomas has also been burned to death. 


Ten families lived in the house, but 


there were no men on the premises 
when the flre broke out. All of the 
women and children on the first four 
floors got out of the burning building, 
although a number of them had nar- 
row escapes on account of the dense 
smoke. The three persons who lost 
their lives were the only occupants of 
the fifth floor when the fire broke out. 
The flames spread so rapidly that the 
stairway leading from the fourth to 
the fifth floors was destroyed before 
Mrs. French or Miss Morrissey became 
aware that the house was on flre, and 
there was no chance for them to get 
out. 


They ran to a window overlooking 
a, street and made their presence in 
the burning building known to the 
firemen, who were already at work 
fighting 
the flames. 
Several 
men 


mounted to the roof with ropes, but 
it was scarcely possible for them to 
stand because of the heavy smoke that 
poured from the air shaft opening. 
An attempt was made to reach the 
window where the women had been 
seen, but it was of no use. 


As soon as the fire was under control 


the firemen got into the room where 
the women were seen. One of the wo- 
men lay dead on a couch, clasping 
tightly in her lifeless arms the body 
of an infant. Near the front window 
was the body of another woman. They 
had all died of suffocation.

ELECTRICIAN, 
Gettysburg, 


CYCLONE IN OKLAHOMA. 


Twenty Persons Reported Killed by 


the Death. Dealing Wind. 


Guthrie, O. T., March 31.—According 


to reports received here 20 lives were 
lost last evening in a cyclone that 
sv.-ept over Chandler, a town of 1,500 
inhabitants, 50 miles east of here. It is 
reported that only two buildings v.-ere 
left standing:. 


In addition to the 20 persons report- 


ed killed, rumors say that fully a hun- 
dred and fifty were badly injured. The 
following names are given as among 
those killed: J. Woodman and wife, 
Mrs. Henry Mitchell, Mrs. Thomas 
Smith and John Lawson, a lawyer. 


The cyclone struck at 5 o'clock in tht 


evening. The court house, in which 
Chief Justice Dale was holding: court, 
was taken off its foundation. All com- 
munication with Chandler is now cut 
off. The telephone office was destroyed, 
and the only information receive^ here 
was from a telephone connection made 
a mile and a half out of Chandler. That 
has since been lost.

Pour Lives Lost Through Suffooat- 
ing Smoke in New York, 


riREM EN 0 0 ULDNOT REACH THEM 


New York, March 31.—Three persons, 
two women and a baby, were sm oth­ 
ered to death by smoko yesterday in 
th e 
double 
brown 
stone five 
story 
dwelling house No. 61 W est One Huil- 
d rtd and Fifth street, which was p a r­ 
tially destroyed by a fire that orig­ 
inated in a dum b w aiter in the base­ 
m ent of the building, spread to an air 
sh aft and from there up through the 
house. The dead are Mrs. Elizabeth 
French, 28 years old, her 6-months-old 
child, and Mis« Ellen Morrissey, of Al­ 
bany, who w as visiting Mrs. French. 


The body of Mrs. Thom as D arling­ 
ton was found in the ruins at 1 o’clock 
this morning, m aking four dead. 
It 
is now believed th a t her 5-year-old son 
Thom as has also been burned to death. 


Ten families lived in the house, b u t 
there were no men on tho premises 
w hen the fire broke out. All of the 
women and children on the first four 
floors got out of the burning building, 
although a num ber of them had n a r ­ 
row escapes on account of the dense 
smoke. The three persons who lost 
their lives were the only occupants of 
the fifth floor when the fire broke out. 
The flames spread so rapidly th at the 
stairw ay leading from the fourth to 
the fifth floors was destroyed before 
Mrs. F rench or Miss Morrissey became 
aw are th a t the house was on fire, and 
there was no chance for them to get 
out. 


T hey ran to a window overlooking 
a . street and m ade their presence in 
the burning building known 
to 
the 
firemen, who were already at w ork 
fighting 
the 
flames. 
Several 
men 
m ounted to the roof w ith ropes, but 
it w as scarcely possible for them to 
stan d because of the -heavy smoke th a t 
poured from the air shaft opening. 
An a tte m p t w as m ade to roach the 
window where the women had been 
seen, but it was of no use. 


A s soon as the fire was under control 
the firemen got into tho room where 
the women were seen. One of the wo­ 
m en lay dead on a couch, clasping 
tightly in her lifeless arm s the body 
of an infant. N ear the front window 
w as the body of another woman. They 
had all died of suffocation.

Guthrie, O. T., M arch 31.—According 
to reports received here 20 lives were 
lost last evening in a 
cyclone

sw ept over Chandler, a town of 1,500

The cyclone struck at 5 o’clock in the 
evening.

All com-• 
m unication with Chandler is now cut 
off. The telephone office w as destroyed, 
and the only inform ation receive^ here 
w as from a telephone connection made 
a mile and a half out of Chandler. That 
has since been lost.

INCUDATOKS. 


From the bulletin on poultry recent- 
ly issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture has already been published 
eeveral selections. 
Below is another 
from the section on incubators : 


It is advisable, before investing' ox- 
tensivelj in any make of incubator, to 
thoroughly understand tbo machine. 
If good results are obtained, then ad- 
ditional machines of the same kind 
sboald be purchased. 
Failures are 
recorded simply becauee the individual 
fails to thoroughly understand the ma- 
chine be is trying to operate, or, in 
other v/ords, fails to learn how to op- 
erate that particular machine to the 
beat advantage. 
A successful poultry 
man must necessarily pay close atten- 
tion to petty details.*^ Not only is this 
necessary in caring for little chickens 
and mature fowls, but also in the cnre 
and management of incubators and 
brooders. 
The whole business is one 
of details. 
While incubators 
may 
vary considerably one from another, 
yet (hero are certain points to which 
all should conform. 
Some of these 
points are summed up in the following; 


1. They should be well made of well- 
reasoned Juinber. The efforts of manu- 
facturers to meet a i^opular demand 
for cheap machines has placed on the 
market incubators that are not only 
cheaply made, but made of cheap and 
not thoroughly seasoned material. 


2. The incubator should be easy of 
operation. 
All its adjustments should 
be easily majle and so arranged that 
the more delicate machinerv is in 
plain viev?oE the operator. 
The ma- 
chine should bo automatic in opera- 
tion. 
When supplied with tbo neces- 
sary beat it should control perfectly 
within certain limits the temperature 
of the egg chamber. 
This result is 
accomplished in various ways. 
The 
regulating force, whatever it may be, 
should be placed within the egg cham- 
ber so that the regulator may vary as 
the temperature in the egg chamber 
varies, irrespective of changes of tem- 
perature of the room in which the in- 
cubator is placed. The regulator must 
be sensitive. 


The change of temperature, which 
is necessary for the complete working 
of the regulator ought not to bo more 
than one degree ; that is one degree 
above or below the desired teo^pera- 
ture. 
It is better if the range of tem- 
perature can be reduced to one-half 
of one degree, thus making a total 
variation of one degree instead of two 
degrees. 
It sliould not be inferred 
that a much wider variation than this 
will not give excellent results under 
otherwise favorable conditions, but, 
other things being equal, those iua 
chines Avhicbare most nearly automatic 
are to be preferred. 


In addition to the foregoincr requis 
ites a convenient appliance for turn- 
ing the eggs, positive in its action, 
should 
accompany each incub ator. 
This may bo an extra tray that is to 
be plocecibottom side up over the tray 
of eggs and held firmly iu this jjosi- 
tion while both trays are turned, thus 
completely transferring the eggs from 
one tray to another without jar. 
The 
different machines have very different 
appliances for accomplishing this re- 
cult. 


WINTERING HOUSES. 


It is nowthe critical season in giving 
the domestic animals proper attention. 
The horse at work usually has a fair 
share of care, but those not in use are 
too frequently neglected. 


The horse ar work is not always 
properly shod. 
It is often required 
to go at a rapid gait, oY to draw heavy 
loads over the frozen or icy ground 
when the shoes are not property sharp- 
ened. 
In fact, too often the poor 
creature is expected to do full service 
without shoes at all. 
It is out of the 
question in winter to expect tbo ani- 
mal to do fair work without having 
front shoes at least. It is unfortunate, 
often, that the horse does not have 
a man who understands his work to 
adjust the shoes. 
Betting and 
fitting 
properly is a real art which far too 
few ever master, 
It is very desirable 
to avoid contracting the hoof in the 
least. 
Great caro should bo exercised 
that the nails aro driven towards the 
edge of the hoof, rather than in the 
inward direction. 
The latter plan of 
nailing often causes great suilering as 
well as serious permanent injury. 


Feeding the horses iu moderate 
weatherdemands that they should have 
a good variety and foods that have a 
cooling tendency upon the digestive 
apparatus are to be sought. 
With 
right 
management, 
tbo 
perishable 
foods in mild weather and, to some 
extent, in the coldest weather, can be 
given to the stock with great advan- 
tage to the animals themselves,'as well 
as in the interest of furnishing a cheaj) 
ration. 


The horee is considered the cheapest 
animal on tbo farm at i^resent, and 
there is too much of the feeling that 
anything is good enough for it. 
They 
who exercise foresiKht must recoirnize 


that the brood mares, as well as the 
youngsters, should constitute as good 
a permanent investment as anything 
.else in the way of live stock. 
If only 
the owner is careful to i^reservo strong 
and healthful animals, it is only a 
brief time until they are sure to bring 
satisfactory returns. 


If an 
animal is worth 
feeding 
through the winter, it pays to feed it 
well. 
By this wo do not mean that 
high feeding should be i^racticed. The 
creatures that are in poor flesh; to 
start in with, should have that llesh 
steadily increased, and the stock that 
i£ in good condition should by all 
moans be maintained in that con- 
dition, 
if 
not 
slightly 
improved. 
Plenty of 
good 
sound 
food, 
and 
plenty of exercise in the open air, 
usually brings the horses through un- 
til the middle of February in good, 
thrifty condition. 
From that time on 
it is good policy to begin gradually 
Hardening the teafns for spring work. 
It is well, at this time as a rule, to in- 
crease the ration of gram. 
Oaro must 
be employed continually in feeding 
the damaged oats, and a combination 
of this with dusty i^roveuder must be 
guarded against. 


The young colt must not be for- 
gotten, and especially its extra care is 
to bo remembered. 
The best and 
soundest food properly ground or cut 
for it, as well as exercise in the sun- 
shine and open air, is in order. 
Pro- 
vide shelter every night from the wind, 
and if possible, from the clouds. 
Tbo 
colts that are past eight mouths old 
should have as much handling in the 
way of haltering and leading as well 
as harnessing, hitcliiug aud driving, 
as the spare time will allow. 
It pays, 
in fact, to spare on an average to each 
colt a half a day per mouth during 
January, February and March. 
The 
colt cannot learn everything it should 
know in two weeks previous to becom- 
ing four years old. 
The horse will be 
much more valuable because of the in- 
idental 
training 
during 
several 
months of Us gr-jwfch.—Farm, Field 
and Fireside. 


FAU^I AND GAKDE^' NOTES. 


The sheep is an animal that must be 
kindly treated. 


All combs that are -builb by h'&ea 
naturally contain too much 
drono 
comb. 


Keep the brood in the centre of the 
hive if possible, and the honey on tbo 
outside. 


Foul brood is very contagious, and 
will spread with great raiiidity over 
au apiary. 


Never allow a swarm of bees to re- 
main long after settling; hive them as 
soon as possible. 


Curing honey simply means a proper 
evaporation of the water it contains. 
This is accomplished in tbo hive by a 
high degree of temperature, and can 
be done outside by maintaining the 
same conditions. 


Hens aro beginning to lay noy, af- 
ter a resting spell. 
They should rush 
the machinery while the sun shines. 
Is your house tight and warm? If not. 
don't expect the hens to lay iu cold 
weather. 
Better look to it at once. 


Colonies that lack stores for 
tbo 
winter should bo fed the 
required 
quantity in the fall, and September la 
tbo best time to do it. 
It should be 
done while it is yet warm enough to 
allow the beos to seal the stores over. 


Every colony should have twenty- 
five or thirty pounds of good 
Eealed 
stores to bring tbem through to tbo 
first of May, with good winter protec- 
tion besides. 
It is far better to have 
a little too much stores than too little. 


Dead branches should be cut from 
trees as soon as noticed. 
If Jeft on 
more dead 
onoi 
appear each year 
until the tree is wholly dead. If they 
are cut off as soon as discovered the 
tree will koei> its vigor, and fruit a 
few years longer, 


Youna stock fed on an oxclusivo diet 
will not develop fully, either iu feath- 
ers or bones. 
If you want to feed but 
one kind of grain to young, or old 
stock, let it be wheat, as that com* 
bines all the necessary properties for 
development, and for egg production. 


Strong colonies of beos sometimes 
become suddenly depleted in number, 
with not enough left to keep up tbo 
necessary warmth to hatch the eggs. 
This is because no young bees liave 
been hatched, aud the old ones, sup- 
orannuated, loft the hive in search ui 
food and were not able to return. 


Cows average 121 pounds of butter 
in a year, aud the average price is

The table shows nothing 
of considerable importance, probably, 
says the Savannah News, except that 
South Carolina is devoting more atten- 
tion to cotton than she ought to, and 
that if Texas raised as much cotton to 
the square mile as South Carolina does, 
her crop would 
be nearly 
7.000,COO 
bale«.

Section 
I. 
Be it enacted by the 
Senate and house of Representatives 
ot General Assembly met, and it is 
hereby enacted by Ihe authority of the 
same: 
That it shall be the duty of 
the Commissioners of the several coun- 
ties of the Commonwealth, and 
they 
are hereby required to cause an accu- 
rate leturn to be taken annually by 
the assessors of the several townships, 
boroughs and cities within their re- 
spective counties, of all bicycles owned 
or posFCPsed by each person; and when 
the said commissioners shall have so 
ascertained 
the 
number of 
bicycles 
aforsaid, they shall levy and cause to 
be collected annually from every per- 
son owing or possessing such bicycle 
one dollar, by the collectors of the 
several t )wnships, boroughs and cities, 
at the same time and m the same 
manner the county rates and levies are 
collected, for which the said collectors 
shall be allowed five per centum out of 
the money so collected. 
And it shall 
be the duty of the county treasurers to 
keep seperate accounts of the money so 
collected. 
And it shall be the duty 
of the county treasurers to keep seper- 
ate accounts of the money rising from 
the tax on bicycles and the said money 
shall be and hereby is appropriated as 
a fund for the improvement and main- 
tenance ot the public roads and high- 
ways of the Commonwealth, and 
shall 
be paid by the county treasurers to the 
su|iervisors 
and street 
commissioners 
of the several townships, boroughs and 
cities in proportion to the number 
of 
square miles contained in each of said 
townships, boroughs or cities. 
Provid- 
ed, That in no case shall any township, 
borough or city receive a sum so dis- 
tributed in excess of the amount raised 
in said township, borough or city by 
taxation for road purposes. 


Section 2. 
This act shall apply to 
all 
bicycles 
kept 
by manufacturers, 
dealers or others for hire, but s. all not 
apply to bicycles held by manufactur. 
ers and dealers for sale.

Regulating the Water Supply 
and the use thereof In the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Ee it cuaftcd and ordained by the Bur- 
gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of New Oxford and it is^ hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1. 
The water of the Borough Water 
Plant shall not he used by any person 
who shall not, first, have obtained a per- 
mit sigued by the Ghairmau of the Water 
Committee» or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. 
No attachment shall be made to the 
main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex- 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer's scrvice pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. All water rents shall be paid quar- 
terly. 
Failure to pay the same within 
30 clays aher it is due may be regarded 
by the AVater Committee- as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4. 
Any member of the Water Com- 
mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. 
It shall be the duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy- 
drants and faucets in good repair, so 
that the water may not be wasted. 
Nu 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except by permission of the 
Water Committee. 
If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have the sup- 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited, 


6. In sprinkling yards or gardens, 
washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. 
Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a laigcr opening 
than ir-inch is forbidden. 


7. 
Water from the 
fire-plugs 
to be 
used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee ; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$50. 


8. 
Any person wishing to discontinue 
the water, shall give notice thereof at 
least 10 clays previous to the end of a 
quarter, otherwise rent Avill be chargcd 
for the ensuing three months. 


9. Anv fraudulant misreju'esentations 
in regard to the use of water, or any 
willful or negligent waste of the same 
shall be deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. 
Should the supply of water at any 
time be stopped for any cause, the Bor- 
ough shall not be liable for damages. 


11. 
Any ])crson who shall, without 
written permission, open communica- 
tion with the water main, or other ser- 
vice pipe, or turn the water on when 
turned oif by the Borough, or open, ex- 
cept in case of fire or injure any fire hy- 
drant, or cause any contamination of the 
water supply, will, by law, be liable to 
fine and imj)risonment. 


12. The Borough reserves the right to 
restrict the water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment may be 
found necessary, 


VS. The box on the inside of the curb 
line and the stop-cock on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall be under the exclu- 
sive control of the Borough. 


14. 
Any person violating any part of 
this Ordinance and having their water 
supply cut olT, b^ reason of the same, 
shall not have it restored, except by 
special permit of the said Borough.

Somo years ago our attention wai 
called to the following cheai^ pftintfor 
fencec and farm buildings.

serviceable considering its cheapness", 
and now that every farmer must mako 
the cheap grain go aa far as possible 
we reprint it that any who wish to 
freshen up their premises may do so 
at little money outlr.y. 


Tho paint consists of skim milk and 
ft good 
article 
of 
hydraulic 
ce- 
ment, 
The 
cement is placed in 
a 
bucket aud sweet skim milk is gradu- 
ally added, stirring constantly 
until 
tho mixture is about the consistency 
of good cream. 
The stirring must be 
very thoroughly done in order that 
tho mixture may flow reaaily from tho 
brush, but if too thin it will run when 
applied to 
tho 
buildiu* 
and 
look 
streaked. 


The proportions should 
be based 
apon about a gallon of tho milk, as 
this will make a convenient 
quantity 
to mix when one person is to apply it. 
If tpo much is prepared, the cement 
will set and harden before it is used. 
To this quantity of milk add about a 
quart of tho cement. 
Probably a lit- 
tle more than this will bo required, 
the operator using judgment to have 
it thin enough to flow the brush and 
yet not thin enough to run after it has 
been applied. 


A flat brush about four inches wide 
is a good implement with which to lay 
tho paint on. 
It is to bo used just as 
oil paint is used and can be applied to 
woodwork, old or new, and to brick or 
stone. 
When dry the color is light 
Dreamy brown, or might be called a 
yellowish stone color. 


The operator can try it first upon 
&a outhouse or fence to see how it 
pleases him and to learn in an experi- 
mental way how to prepare and apply 
it.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

VAIiUE OF MILK FAT, 


Bulletin No. 110 from the New York 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station 
(Geneva) discusses the relation of milk 
fat to yield of cheese, and tho conse- 
quent value of milk fat as a basis iu 
paying for milk for 
cheese-making. 
The discussion is based upon results 
secured by making analyses of 
the 
milk of fifty herds of cows whose milk 
was taken to a cheese factory. 
The 
work covered an entire cheese-making 
season of six months, 
from May to 
October inclusive. 


It is shown 
that in 
general 
tho 
cheese yield is somewhat greater for a 
pound of fat in poor milk thau in rich 
milk. 
For example, 
comparing two 
milks containing respectively 
three 
and four per cent, of fat, the former 
makes 2.85 pounds of cheese for each 
pound of milk fat, 
while tho 
latter 
makes 
0.25 
pounds 
less, 
or 
2.60 
pounds of cheese for one pound of fat. 
It is shown that this difference in favor 
of cheese yield for fat in poor milk is 
only an apparenb 
one, because this 
difference of 0.25 pounds is made 
up 
of casein and water, 
which is really 
not as valuable as separator skim-milk 
cheese, and which has a market value 
not to exceed two cents a pound. 


The constituents in 100 pounds of 
cheese made from the richer milks are 
worth more in the market than 
are 
the constituents in 
100 pounds 
of 
cheese made from the poorer 
milk. 
Milk rich in fat can be made to yield 
cheese of the 
same composition 
as 
milk poorer in fat in one of two ways : 
(1) By adding skim-milk to, or (2) re- 
moving fat from the richer milk ; then 
the cheese yield for g pound of fat be- 
comes the same, 
Tho ôiiference in 
tho cheese yield of milk-fat in the case 
of poor milk over richer milk is 
a 
skim-milk difference, 
and the 
extra 
yield of cheese for fat is the poorest 
kind ol skim-milk cheese. 


It is shown that paying for milk ac- 
cording to weight of milk furnished is 
exceedingly unfair to the producer of 
richer milk. 
It is shown 
that 
the 
cheese yield by itself does not consti- 
tute a fair basis for payment, because 
it gives poor milk an undue^ advan- 
tage. 
A critical comparison of all 
methods of paying for milk, suggested 
or in use, leads most emphatically to 
the conclusion that milk-fat affords 
the fairest practicablo basis to use 
m 
paying for milk for cheese-making. 


In conclusion, it is pointed out that 
where the milk fat basis is used, there 
is no tendency to adulterate and de- 
fraud, while there is every encourage- 
ment to produce milk of better qual- 
ity.

The columns, which uphold 
this are as big as tho biggest oak tree, 
and tho stono platform within them is 
oo largo that a regiment of soldiers 
conld be stationed upon it and have 
room to spare.

House.

Through that door Abra- 
ham Lincoln was brought after he was 
shot by John Wilkos Booth. 
Step 
with me to that side window and I will 
show you an old man who was one of 
the White

time, and who is still stationed at the 
door. 
His name is Peudle. 
He told

basement and in most of the rooms of 
the building all night. 


I think ib was Martin Van Buren 
who was denottuced all pv.er the coun- 
try for buying a set of gold spoons 
for tho White House. 
The new china 
which has been recently bought is 
worth almost its weight in gold. 
I 
know nothing about the late purchases 
of 
Mrs. 
Cleveland, 
but 
thero is 
a 
new 
set 
of 
cut 
glass 
in 
the 
cupboards 
of 
tho 
executive 
mansion which cost 
S1973, 
and I 
happen to know tbab Mrs. Harrison 
sent one ordor to Europe for twenty- 
four dozen china plates and five dozen 
coliee cups of a special design. 
Con- 
gress allows each President something 
like $40,000 a year and more to run 
tho White House, and a large part of 
this goes 
into new furniture and 
dishes. 
Tho linen costs a small for- 
tune. The table cloths are of the flnost 
damask, and tho napkins shine like 
(silk. 
^ New carpets are bought about every 
sir years, and though tho ones which 
I found on tho dillerent parlors aro 
gooJ, Mrs. McKinley will probably 
have a chance to select new ones. 
I 
don't believo she will care to redecor- 
ate tho rooms- 
When tho blue room 
was last fitted up the artists received 
more than §5000 for the work. 
Tho 
walls of tho blue room are now padded 
and draped with eilk as fine as that 
of tho ball dresses of the ladies who 
will como hero to sheke hands with 
President McKinley, 
The silk is of 
the most dolicate blue, and it is inter- 
woven with silver. 
It is tho samo 
with tho red room, which is also hung 
with silk and whose furniture has been 
designed and 
cushioned to match. 
Tho carpets of all tho ground floor 
parlors aro 
fine. 
That on tho oast 
room is £0 soft that one's foot sinks 
into it as if it were a bed of moss. 
It 
takes almost GOU yards of carpet to 
cover tho floor, und tho one now 
tackod down cost ^USO. 
It takes moro 
than a thousand yards to carpet the 
White House parlors and dining rooms, 
and the carpets every wl ere match tho 
furniture and hangings. 


But let me tell you just how the 
White Idouso looks in this year of our 
Lord 18y7, 
It is bigger than it seems, 
for it covers tho third of an acre. You 
do nut see tho basemtint as you look 
at it from tho street, and the base- 
ment is almost a house m itself. 
Its 
rooms aro high, and, with its recent 
improvements, it is now as dry as a 
bono. 
Tho White House is some dis- 
tance back from the street. 
A big 
park surrounds it, and going up to 
the iiont door you walk about a drive 
which leads in the shape of a half 
ynopn to Pennsylvania avenue- 
On 
onG .fide of this drive there is a flag 
pavement, and in coming into the 
fiide of the yard nearest the Treasury 
you walk hi^lf the length of the build- 
ing before you reach the front porch. 
iiM you do this you can look right 


running to him tho morning after tho 
shooting and cried: 


"They have killei my papa; they 
hayo killed my pupa.!" 


He will tell yuu how he picked up 
Tad and tried to comfort him, 
and 
how he carried him upstairs to his 
room and talked to him until 
he 
dro^^ped off to sleep. 


It was through that same door that 
Garfield was brought after he was shot 
by Guiteau, 
Ho had been but a few 
weeks in the White House, and, tired 
and worn out by fighting with the of- 
fice-seekers and tho Senate, was just 
about to go to Long Branch for a few 
days of much-needed rest. 
He came 
out here and took the carriage for the 
depot, not half a mile away, and was 
waiting for the train to start when the 
assassiiia's bullet brought him back. 
Ho was carried in through this door 
and lay hero for weeks, racked with 
excruciating pain. 


We pafcsed ¿jolicemen when wo came 
into the yard. They patrol the streets 
about tho White House night and day. 
There are now moro than a dozen on 
duty within the White House grounds, 
and 
President 
Molvinley will 
be 


amine you boforo tho knob is turned 
which lets you in. 


If yoil are so fortunate as to pass 
this inspection, you will see the doors 
open inward and a moment later you 
will find yourself standing in what 
might be called a very cave of Alad- 
din. 
Columns have 
been 
written 
about the east room and the wonders 
of the parlors of the White House. 
The most beautiful part of the whole 
building to my mind is this great ves- 
tibule, with its frescoed ceiling, its 
beautiful walls covered with the coat 
of arni3 of the United States, its floor 
of many colored tiles, and the jeweled 
wall which separates it from the corri- 
dor opening into the bluo room, the 
red room and the green room beyond. 
One of the great monarchs of India 
made a throne of gold, the back of 
which was set with jewels to represent 
tho feathers and colors of the pea- 
cock's tail. 
Tho throno cost SaO,- 
000,000, and it is deycribed as having 
been wonderfully beautiful. 
It was, 
however, not much larger than a 
chair. 
I visited the loom where it 
stood during my stay in Delhi some 
years ago. 
The throno room was, I 
venture, not as large as this White 
House vestibule, and here, instead of 
a chair of jewels, there is a whole 
wall made of bits of glass and costly 
stone put together in the form of a 
magnificent mosaio. 
It has cost not 
as many thousand dollars as the pea- 
cock throne cost millions, but when 
th3 electric lights shine be,hind it it 
is, I venture, far more beautiful. It is 
in this vestibule that the Marine Band, 
dressed in their gorgeous red uni- 
forms, with their brazen instruments 
shining like so much gold, play at tho 
President's receptions, and over this 
mosaic floor step the diplomats of all 
the Nations of the world, clad in their 
gold lace; the gay uniformed oflicera 
of our army and navy, and tho pow- 
dered and bejoweled throng 
which 
makes up what is known as Washing- 
ton society. 


You will go to tho left through this 
vestibule to reacli tho second floor of 
the White House, where the offices 
are, if you have business with Presi- 
dent McKinley, but if you wish to see 
Mrs. McKinley and aro so fortuxjAte 
as to bo a friend of the family, you 
will bo taken right across the ves- 
tibule, and a door in that wonderful 
wall will opon for you and admit you 
to the parlors of the White House. At 
the President's evening receptions the 
rooms to the left of tho Whito House 


to carry out her part during hor first 
yoara in tho Whito House. 
I know of 
roceptions at which she shook hands 
•with at least 5000 people, and at 
which it seemed to nio she gave a 
smilo toeach ono and no two alike. 
Mrs. Harrison tried to save herself by 
not shaking hands, and at some of tlo 
receptions she carried a bouquet in 
order to ehow tho people that sho 
could not do this. 
Some think that 
it was tho care, overwork and worry 
of tho White House that killed her, 
and tbo same is said to have caused 
the death of tho first Mrs. Tyler and 
also of Mrs, Fillmore, although sho 
survived, I believe, until a few weeks 
after sho loft the Whito Houee. 
It 
was in tho blue room that Mrs. Cleve- 
land was married, and here she bado 
goodby to her guests and took the 
carriage with tho President to tho 
special car on tho Baltimore and Ohio 
road, which was secretly waiting al- 
most half a milo from the station to 
tako the Whito House brido aud groom 
to their honeymoon cottage at Deer 
Park. 


A BRONTOSAI RIN AEW YOUK. 


How Ono Would Appear if Kosur- 


rectcd, Coinpavcd With a House. 
Tho accompanying cut shows how a 
brontosaur, ono of the gigantic lizards 
of a former age, would appear in com- 
parison with tho houses, if it could bo 
resurrected and turned loose in a Now 
York street.

It was probably on its swimming 
capacity that it relied to escape from 
its many 
flesh-eating 
enemies, 
for. 
pressing its forelegs closely to its 
sides, and using its powerful tail for 
propulsion, it must havo boen able to 
proceed through the water at a rate 
that almost defied pursuit. 
It peldom 
strayed far from the water in which it j 
could thus find safety from its foes, 
and, when on land, it probably madfl 
use of its power to erect itself to its 
great height to detect their approach. 
As shown in the cut, the Brontoaaurus 
Exceleus looked perhaps ns a girafTe 
might appear if its neck, many times 
lengthened, were attached to tho body 
of a Brobdignagian kangaroo, with a 
tremendous tail.—New York Sun,
